London, Monday, Oct. 21—The Ger- 


man reply to President Wilson is re 
garded here as "not business, but mere 
argument and protestation " In govern 
hient, diplomatic and political circles 
the view is that it is not a reply, but 


* simply a resort to verbiage designed to 


cover the absence of reply. One highly 
placed official described it as "badly 
camouflaged insinceiity " The govern 
merit has not considered the reply in 
detail, although Premier Lloyd George 
and his colleagues held protracted de- 
liberations today. 
Henry Hindman, leader of the British 


Socialists, said:

"The reply is simply another piece of 


shuffling. I hope President Wilson will 
answer it very abruptly and briefly 
At 


any rate, he has given Emperor Wil- 
liam an opportunity to say that he and 
his people are on ein the same sort of 
dupjieity and treachery to which we 
have been treated throughout the 
war."

Frederick George Galloway, parlia- 


mentary secretary to the minister of 
munitions, said: 
"The note says that evacuation artd 


armistice must be based on the actual 
standard of power on both sides in the 
Held. Does that phrase cover relative 
strength at sea, relative strength in 
production of guns, shells, airplanes 
and materials? If not, why are they 
ruled out? 
"Only our leaders, Premier Lloyd 
George, Premier Clemenceau. President 
Wilson, Marshal Foch, Field Marshal 
Haig and General Pershing, on the mil- 
itary side, can. say if the note means 
that Germany is at last prepared to 
face the facts and draw the inevitable 
conclusions 
"For the rest of us our duty is plain, 


it is to go on producing munitions or 
lighting as if it were at the beginning 
of the war, rather than approaching the 
inevitable end. The way to make an 
early peace is~to be-ready for a long 
war."

Newspapers almost without exception- 
view the "German reply to President 
Wilson with Impatience and distrust. 
"Germany still impenitent," is the cap- 
tion on the editorial of the Chronicle 
which dismisses the reply as obviously 
Inaeceptable. The Graphic is more op- 
timistic And says "verbally, the Ger- 
mans are getting slightly nearer the 
point of view upon which the allies 
mean to insist." 
"The nigger in the woodpile," accord- 
ing to the Express, is the desire "for 
an armistice based on an elaborate esti- 
mate of the rival forces as they are to 
day." 
The paper continues- "We dare not 
consent to a suspension of hostilities un- 
less we can obtain in October the terms 
we shall dictate for July to an enemy 
who is broken and beaten to his 
knees." 
"A monument of insincerity," is the 


way the Times characterizes the Ger- 
man reply. It brusquely waives a de- 
tailed explanation of the note, saying 
that the only important consideration is 
wjhether Germany intends to accept an 
armistice in accordance with the meth- 
ods defined by President Wilson.." 


CITES INSTANCES OF 


LIFE BO AT SINKINGS

London. Oct. 22.—With reference to 


the paragraph In the German note de- 
nying that tne German navy in sinking 
ships ever'purposely destroyed lifeboats 
with their passengers, it is pointed out 
in government circles that many cases 
could be quoted in reply to this denial. 
Two recent cases are the Llandovery 
Castle, the Canadian hospital ship sunk 
in the Atlantic, and the French steamer 
Lydiona. sunk off the north coast of 
Spain. July.16. 
The Llandovery asHe was torpedoed 


and sunk off the Irish coast on the 
night of June 27 while returning from 
Halifax with no wounded aboard. The 
vessel carried 25S persons, including 14 
female nurses, and only 24 were saved. 
The German submarine made no effort 
lo aid the survivors and even tried to 
sink at leant one of the lifeboat*. 
After the Lydiana had lieen torpedoed, 


two whaleboats and a raft were lower- 
ed. The German submarine rammed 
both boats, outline them in two. After 
several f mittens attempts, the nutima- 
rine succeeded in sinkinc the raft and 
then disappeared without helping the 
survivors. Nine men of the rrew of 42 
were nicked up later, having: citing «o 
wreckage for more than a day. Tin- 
captain ot the Lydiana reported thai 
the crew of the submarine hnd laughed 
at him when he accu.«e<! them of delilw 
ately trying to kill all on lioard the 
steamer.

and the demoralisation of .the German 
people as the result of the allies' vie 
torics.

FIFTH LOAN PLANNED 


FOR SPRING OF 1918

Washington. Oct. 22.—Long before 


the Fourth Liberty Loan figures have 
been counted up or the honor nags 
have been distributed, or the monej 
paid in, preparations have been stirtod 
at the treasury for the Fifth Liberty 
Loan whenever it may be called. 
The date has not been determined, 
nor the amount, nor any other fei 
ures. The only certain knowledge is 
that there will be another, and that it 
probably will come in the spring of 
1919«-in March or April. Whether 
present German maneuvers for peace 
are successful.or not. the government 
by 'that time will need more billions to 
pay the wan cost, which can decrease 
only gradually, even if cessation of 
military effort should come. Within a 
few months the treasury will again l>e- 
gin issuing new certificates of indebt- 
edness as a means of financing itself, 
and by next spring the accumulated 
billions of these must lie redeemed out 
of proceeds from sale of more <honds. 
So with this situation in mind the 


loan organization of the treasury to 
day had turned its attention to cam- 
paign plans for the next loan.

Amsterdam, Oct. 22.—(British Wireless Service)—German 


provincial and socialist newspapers continue their campaign 
against the "chief culprits" responsible for the war. The Frank- 
ische Tagesp'ost of Nuremburg, the first paper in Germany to de- 
mand openly the abdication of the emperor, declares that the ac- 
cession of the crown prince is entirely out of the question. 


"The "German people is searching for the guilty," says the 


Volks Zeitung, the organ "of the Nuremburg Socialists. "The Pan- 
Germans and junkers are silent today, but do not forget that they 
are the great watr-inciters in Germany, that they remain the support 
of social atrd p<$itical reaction, and that they ate a menace to .the 
future healthy development of the German empire. The Pan-Ger- 
man policy has gone bankrupt, but unfortunately it has led the 
German people to disaster. 


'/To the gallows with the guilty, whoever they may be." 
The Socialist Arbeiter Zeitung of Vienna, urges the German 


Socialists to punish the "chief culprits" without mercy, adding: 
"When the German soldiers return home from the trenches after 
four years of unparalleled suffering there will be a reckoning for 
the people who have led them to this catastrophe. The German 
people will sweep away the junkers and take its own destiny into 
its own hands."

irresistible temptation for the soldier 
to throw off his mask.

gases proJuce distressing wounds that 
incapacitate him for months. 


The American gas service now com-

country, and it is promised that the 
Hun will be repaid with interest for 
bis atrocious crimes.

They have not 
learned the basic princijries that lead 
to civic prosperity and advance.

THE RETICENT COLONEL.

The courteous and chivalrous dispo- 


sition of Theodore Roose\e!t comes 
strongl»- to light in the following quo- 
tation from an address made by him 
at a Liberty Loan rally in Providence: 
We will accept no peace save the 
peace that follows unconditional sur- 
i ender, and we will get that peace w ith 
the machine gun and not with the 
typewriter. 
This last reference is clearlv intended 
as a sneer at President Wilson, his 
eminently 
humane character 
being 
typified by the typewriter, while the 
Colonel himself, the tremendous man 
of action and military valor, is embod- 
ied in the machine gun. He speaks of 
what "we" will do as though his influ- 
ence would be paramount in framing 
the terms of paece—a curious delusion 
that events to come will completely 
shatter. 
It is one of the curiosities of Amer- 
ican politics that Roosevelt, who ac- 
complished so little dtr-mg his nearly 
eight years as President, being abso- 
lutely indifferent to. all such supremely 
important matters as tariff reform, a 
revision of the financial system, the 
control of Trusts, etc . loves to picture 
himself as the doer of mighty deeds, 
while he holds up a scorn his present 
successor in the White House as a 
mere phrase makes—a "Byzantine lo- 
gothete." to use his own expression. 
The truth is. of course, that \v~oodrow 
Wilson does more valnphle ind «»f*«w- 
tn-e work in a year than the verbose 
Colonel would do in ten. Never u - 
this country had a President who in 
books, magazine articles, interviews, 
speeches, official documents, etc., has 
been so vociferous as the hero of Oys- 
ter Bay. Where President Wilson 
utters five -well-chosen words the Col 
onel gives voice to 500.

American Library Association and 
the Salvation Army. 


"For Your Boy!" is the slogan of 


the campaign. The governor's proc- 
lamation urges air citizens of the 
state to give "liberally and to the 
fullest extent of their means in re- 
sponse to the appeal for funds in or- 
der to carry on the work so auspi- 
ciously under way.". Tie proclama- 
tion urges that special United War 
Work Campaign services be held in 
every church in the state on Sunday, 
Nov. 10, and in all of the schools of 
Ohio on Friday, NOT.

"War) is a bronze cross with a green 
ribbon which has narrow red stripes 
in it. 
The circle contains the head 


which repiesems the French republic, 
and the words •'Kepublique Francaise." 
The reverse has the date 1914-191S—I 
guess that is all of it. And I value it 
more because ot the 
friendship it 


shows the French have for me than for 
any pride in what it means, for I real- 
ize" that I didn't really earn it as a 
frenchman would have had to do. . . . 


"As I sav, it will probably be a lit- 


tle harder "life where we are but the 
American army is a long way from 
home and can't be expected to know- 
how to live in France as well as the 
Frenchmen do. But we're doing good 
work and introducing a 
noticeable 


amount of pep. 
This war is going to

METZ IS PIVOT 


OF HUN RETREAT 


Developments Show Ger- 


man Withdrawal Swings 
On Great. Fortress Oppo- 
site American Line. 


(Compiled From A. P. Dispatches.) 
Development of the plan being fol- 


lowed by the German high command in 
conducting its retreat from northern 
France and Belgium makes it apparent 
that lletz is being used as a pivot for 
tiie movement. 
While the Germans 


are pouring fresh divisions into the line 
in front of the Americans, northwest 
of Verdun, in an attempt to hold the 
line firmly, the rest of the German le- 
gions are swinging back toward the 
Belgian frontier. 
There are several situations along the 


front, however, which render it possible 
and even probable that Marshal Foch 
will seriously interfere with the orderly 
retirement of the enemy forces. 
It 


seems certain that the Hur.ding line has 
been outflanked in Belgium, where the 
Schedlt river has been crossed, and east 
of Le Cateau, where the British and 
Americans appear to have fought their 
way through all obstructions. This line, 
therefore, may be rendered untenable 
for the Germans, who. may be forced to 
fall back to the line,of the Meuse be- 
fore attempting' to star.d at bay. 
In the meantime attacks by the allies 


in Belgium, east of the1 Selle river and 
in the Oise region, threatens to disor- 
ganize the German retreat. In Belgium 
the French and British are boring into 
the enemy's positions so swiftly that 
they may completely outflank the Ger- 
man forces still holding the line to the 
southwest. 
Belgian troops advancing 


toward Ghent are systematically clear- 
ing the country from the Dutch frontier 
down as far as Eecloo, on the Lys-Zee 
brug-ge canal. The French are withir 
seven miles of Ghent, while the British 
have reached the Schedlt, near Tournai 


Field Marshal Haig's men are within 


two miles of Valencennies and the Ger 
mans are expected to abandon that city 
very quickly. Further south the rail- 
road running from Valeneennes into the 
Ardennes region is in peril and only 
increased resistance will prevent the' 
British and Americans from getting in. 
In the Serre-Oise sector the French 
have made a material progress at var- 
ious points. 


In the Champagne region General 
Bertholet and General Gouratid have 
not been able to advance during the 
day nor have the Americans in the Ar- 
gonne been able to shake the defense 
of the Germans, although Rappe woods 
and Hill 299 ha\s been taken from the 
enemy by a sharp attack. 


French 
patrols have reached 
the 


Danube river at VHinI This town 5s on 
he southern bank of the river and the 
arri\-al of allied troops there establishes 
contact 
with Rumanians 
from the 


south. 
It threatens Austria from the 


southeast, if sufficiently heavy infantry 
forces are able to reach that region at 
once.
